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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

* 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed process for the purification of (meth jacrylic acid from oxidation reaction 
gases is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest prior art: Fauconet al 
(US 5,705,688 01-1998). Fauconet teaches (Abstract) a process for the purification 
of (meth)acrylic acid from oxidation reaction gases that employs a series of three 
columns for the distillative rectification of (meth)acrylic acid. The difference between 
the process of Fauconet and that instantly claimed is that in the process of Fauconet 
(See Fauconet, Fig.1) there is no return path from column C3 to column C2 while in 
the present process such a return path is present. Fauconet neither discloses nor 
fairly suggests such a return path. Fauconet's teaching neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious the instantly claimed process that is, therefore, patentable over 
Fauconet, the closest prior art.
